FORHIGN BODIES IN THE STOMACH. — ^The fol- 

lowing story comes froni France ; we 6nd it in the 
Medical Age. The čase was diagnosed (1 foreign 
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body in the stomach " and patient was cut open and 
also his stomach. Twenty-five foreign bodies were 
extracted, comprising eight coffee-spoons, the lower 
portion of a three-pronged fork, onestaple(pattefiche), 
two bodkins, one tooth of a comb, one blade of a 
knife, one needle, and one key, the total weight be- 
ing 230 grammes. Whether all this is true or not 
is the question. " Eight coffee spoons " is a big 
dose to swallow, both physically and mentally. The 
account says that the patient was discharged in per- 
fect health on the twentieth day, after the operatiou. 



Another Contagious Diseasr. — A germ 
theorist has discovered that appendicitis * is con- 
tagious and that it runs in epidemics. Now the 
41 progressive " should begin to agitate that appendi- 
citis be put on the quarantine list. In fact, why 
not at one swoop, put all patients under the guardian- 
ship of health boards ? 



Boxing the Ears. — The drum of the ear is as 
thin as paper, and this is stretched like a curtain be- 
tween the air outside and that witbin, and thus, 
having nothing to support it, and being extremely 
delicate, a slap with the hand on the side of the face, 
made with the force which sudden and violent anger 
gives it, has in multitudes of cases ruptured this 
delicate membráne, re3ulting in the affliction of deaf- 
ness for life. As the right hand is almost always 
used it is the left ear which is stricken ; this aids 
in accounting for the fact that the left ear is more 
frequently affected with deafness than the right. — 
Health. 



Was Not Reported. — A gentleman who served 
on a jury this year told of a čase that came before 
them. A man sued for damages on the ground that 
a vaccinator, backed by policemen, forcibly entered 
his house and forcibly vaccinated himself and family. 
His baby did not escape, of course, and the vaccine 
virus killed it. The judge refused to let the jury 
háve the čase " múch to our regret " and threw it 
out of the court. 

On the samé day this was heard the newspapers 
reported the discovery of four cases of small-pox in 
one family, (Philadelphia Eveuing Telegraph). The 
report read that si x weeks before one meinber of the 
family contracted the disease and was taken to the 
Municipal Hospital. The other members of the 



family were at once vaccinated, quarantined and in 
due time the quarantine was raised. Then they all 
contracted small-pox just the samé. 



Vaccine and Variola Vírus Probably the 
Samé. — The Monthly Cyclopcedia oý Practical Medi- 
áne, edited by Charles E. De M. Sajous, M. D., for 
January, says, anent the prevailing epidémie of 
small-pox : 

" It is probably for more than one reason that it 
rages pre-eminently in winter. In the first plače, if ' 
the contagious principle gains access to a house, it is 
more shut in in winter, and consequently acts with 
greater concentration on the inmates ; in the second 
plače, since heat and moisture of summer are well- 
known to be inimical to the preservation of energy 
in vaccine, we may well suppose that the coming of 
winter tends equally to sustain the vitality of the 
small-pox virus, a virus analogous to that of vaccine, 
if, indeed, the two are not really modified forms of 
one and. the samé poison." 

Admitting they are " one and the samé poison," 
is it any wonder that small-pox so persistently 
lingers? 



EFFECT of Vaccination. — u If there are in this 
city any parents who contem plate having their chil- 
dren vaccinated, I suggest as a precautionary meas- 
ure that they first visit the home of Daniel O'Neill, 
at No. 806 Niagara avenue, of this city, or com- 
municate with Mrs. O'Neill, the mother of Márie 
O'Neill, a child of twelve years, who had always en- 
joyed the best of health until she went to live with 
an aunt in New York City, where she was vacci- 
nated without the knowledge or consent of her 
parents, both of whom are healthy people. Shortly 
after having been subjected to the vaccine operation 
Marie's health began to- fail, running sores broke 
out on her body, she became emaciated, ansemic 
and debilitated until she was a physical wreck and a 
chronic invalid. It is just three years since this 
little girl, then in the bloom of health, was subjected 
to vaccine inoculation. I saw her last Friday at 
her home. She is thin, pallid and puny, presenting 
a striking contrast with her two sisters, who are 
hale and hearty, neither of the latter having ever 
been vaccinated. On Marie's body I found three 
running sores of long standing, which are painful 
and require the daily attention of her mother. The 
condition of this little sufferer is most pitiable. — Dr. 
/. IV. Hodge in Cataract Journal, Niagara Falls. 
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What Doctors Think of Vaccination. — The 
editor of Medical Talk recently sent out a lot of 
queries to doctors, as registered in Polk's Directory, 
as to what they believed concerning vaccination ; 
the first hundred replies pan out as follows : 

Forty-eight believed vaccination prevented small- 
pox — for a year, for three years, for five years, for a 
life-time ; nine of the forty-eight holding to the life- 
tirae end. 

Sixty-three were against the compulsory vaccina- 
tion, and sixty-six were against exeluding the un- 
vaccinated children from public schools. 

Fifty-three believe that vaccination is dangerous. 

Eighty-two claimed that their replies were based 
on positive experience. 



Antitoxin. — " Society and many individual re- 
ports go to show that antitoxin is little short of a 
specific. It has been affirmed that the physician 
who does not give i t a trial in his fatal cases is 
guilty of manslaughter. There is a pretty large 
nuinber of reputable writers and practitioners who 
do not believe that it possesses any šuch virtues, 
and a nuinber, not so great, who confess to their 
opinion that it is hurtful and that the patienťs 
chancesare discounted by its use." — Medical Sum- 
mary. 



Unvaccinated Children in Schools. — Judge 
Mower, of the Cominon Pleas Court, Springfield, 
Ohio, has handed down a decision in the mandainus 
suit brought by George W. Crowell to require the 
Board of Education to allow his son to attend school 
even though he is not vaccinated. Judge Mower 
held that the ruling of the board to this effect could 
not be sustained by law, inasmuch as it was only 
applicable to tiines when there is an epidémie of 
small-pox. 



Who May or May Not Use Alcoholic 
Drinks. — Dr. E. Devaux, in Bulletin Medical, Janu- 
ary, contributes a paper on that subject In brief 
the u arthritics " are those who cannot and should 
not use aleohol in any form, for if they do they are 
14 destined to early scleroses of every deseription ; to 
him aleohol is a poison and a virulent one." On 
the other hand, to those who tend to a scrofulous 
constitution, aleoholic drinks are a positive benefit 
and a means of prolonging life. Devaux thinks 



that aleohol may be systeinatically denied to 
arthritics and as systeinatically preseribed to the 
scrofulous. 

What is one man's meat is another man's poison. 

Broadly speaking, the arthritics are the gouty and 
rheumatic, those suffering from diseases of the joints. 



OBSER VATIONS FROM PRACTICE OF DR. 
MOLL. 

Translated for the Homceopathic Envoy from Leipziger Pop. 
Z.f.H., Nov. 1,1903. 

BEIXADONNA. 

Some three years ago, I had occasion to note a 
peculiar morbid phenomena : the patients affected 
felt a violeht tickting irritation in the larynx, which 
caused a troublesome drv cough, depriving them of 
their nightly rest. This symptóm was peculiar, 
since there was no objective cause adducible, and it 
had appeared in a form almost epidémie. I pre- 
seribed Belladonna 4, which caused the irritation to 
disappear quickly. This almost momentary effect 
reminded me involuntarily of the effect of Morpňine, 
which is equally rapid. But who would not prefer 
Belladonna, which, in sneh a dilution, is quite harin- 
less, to the poisonous Morphinef In the latter 
remedy it is also verv questionable whether its 
effects would also háve been lasting. 

NUX VOMICA. 

A disease which all physicians háve a frequent 
opportunity of observing is dyspepsia in its various 
forms. An excellent remedy against it, especially 
where it is based on nervousness is Nux vomica y taken 
in a low potency (3-6 D.). It has nearly always a 
good effect, frequently a strikingly good effect, and 
if combined with a proper diét and corresponding 
hygienic measures, it is even aloue able to remove 
this disease, if it is not too múch inrooted and 
neglected. And even in the most stubborn cases it 
yields excellent services. Nux vomica mušt, there- 
fore, never be omitted from the remedies to be used 
in treating this disease. In my practice I háve often 
had persons come to the Ambulatorium to ask for 
the drops which so múch helped them or their rela- 
tives. Nux vomica is especially efficacious in cases 
of nervous dyspepsia. 1 1 incites the stomach to in- 
ereased work, and at the sarae time it invigorates 
the entire nervous systém, which generally in dys- 
pepsia is sympathetically affected. 
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PROOFS THAT HOMCEOPATHY IS A 
LAW OF NÁTURE. 

There can be no better proof of the superiority of 
Homoeopathy over other systeins of medicíne than 
in the ability of its practilioners to utilize cases of 
poisoning for the furtherance of therapeutic knowl- 
edge, and this ability arises from the fact that Ho- 
moeopathy is a law of náture. A rare čase of poison- 
ing presents itself to practitioners of other schools 
and to them all there is in it is the fact that the 
poisonous substance presents šuch and šuch physio- 
logical effects and symptoms, and there the matter 
rests. But to the hotnoeopath these symptoms often 
point out new and immensely valuable remedies for 
the healing of disease. In illustration of this let us 
quote two cases of poisoning related by the late Dr. 
P. P. Wells, of Brooklyn, and printed in the Ameri- 
can Homceopathic Review years ago. 

"A girl, fifteen years of age, rose in the morning 
feeling slightly ill, dressed, and went immediately to 
the break fast table. She could také no food ; the 
sight of it made her feel so múch worse ; she imme- 
diately left the table and went to her room. She 
was seized suddenly with violent vomiting, severe 
tíeadache, intolerance of light, dizziness; hot, red 
face; inability tosit up; rapid, small pulse; drowsy, 



and at the samé time very restless ; great anxiety ; 
two hours after the first attack the drowsiness had 
become insensibility, with constant muttering deli- 
rium ; did not recognize the members of her family ; 
she was now covered, in patches, with an eruption 
of miliary rash, with efflorescence between the points 
of the rash, all of a dark, almost a livid, color ; the 
patches between the points of the rash were of a 
dingy, duli, opaque appearance. The eruption was 
more profuse on the forehead and face than else- 
where, and especially on the forehead. The whole 
aspect of the eruption and the whole condition of the 
patient were so just like those so many times seen in 
cases of this variety of scarlet fever that the čase was 
unhesitatingly recognized as an example of it, and 
in its most violent and hopeless form. The pulse 
was now small and so rapid as hardly to be counted ; 
the surface had become cold and dry ; the livid color 
of the skin, when pressed out with the finger, re- 
turned very slowly ; the whole was a most complete 
picture of torpor, and seemingly a perfect instance of 
that manifestation of it which immediately precedes 
dissolution in those rapidly fatal cases of scarlet 
fever. There was apparently no prospect of the pa- 
tienťs living more than a few hours. Šuch cases in 
the practice of the writer had always gone to a fatal 
termination, and this had been more rapid in its 
progress than any he had ever seen. The patient 
being his own child he had opportunity for most 
carefully watching the čase. In about three hours 
from the first appearance of the eruption the livid 
color bega n to lóse something of its dark hue ; the 
restlessness and anxiety diminished ; the pulse be- 
camé more distinct and less frequent ; consciousness 
partially returned ; the eruption became a brighter 
red ; and the whole train of symptoms so similar to 
this pernicious form of the fever gradually gave plače 
to a train of phenomena scarcely less remarkable, but 
not at all like those of any variety of scarlet fever. 
Both the experimenters were made ill with similar 
symptoms, but the symptoms were múch less violent 
in the patienťs friend. It is a singulár fact that this 
patient has been attacked by a similar miliary rash 
each year since this poisoning at the season of the 
blossoming of the ailanthus, and is now always more 
or less ill each year from this cause. That it was 
the result of the ailanthus poison is sustained by the 
fact that the juice of the green stalks was introduced 
into the mouths of the two girls, that they both soon 
after sickened, suffering from similar symptoms, dif- 
fering chiefly in degree of severity rather than kindí 
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and in the čase of my patient showing subsequently 
a train of symptouis preeisely like those witnessed in 
the čase or a lad who was poisoned by taking the 
seeds of this tree." 

The two girls afterwards said that they had been 
playing with the tender slioots of the Ailanthus 
glandulosus tree and had got the juice into their 
mouths repeatedly. 

The cases were no t malignant and fatal scarlatina, 
but very stmiíar y and ? guided by this involuntary 
proving, the homoeopaths gaiued a remedy for a dis- 
ease that before had almost invariably been fatal. 

In practice it coufinned the truth of the proving, 
for it has cured many cases of malignant scarlet iever 
since. 

This is but one iustance in inany illustrating the 
ability of m en learned in Houioeopathy to utilize io- 
voluntary cases of poisoning for the benefit of 
humanity. 



THE PREVALENT DREAD OF CONSUMP- 
TION. 

On January 6th there appeared a paper by Dr, S, 
A. Knopp, in the Medical Rčcard y under the title of 
"A Plea for fustice to the Consumptive." The 
dread of consumption by the public which is so 
sedulously fostered by niany, Dr. Knopp terms 
(i phthisiophobia," and he belie ves that i t is no t only 
a medical error but a very cruel one in íts effects, 
We quote the following from his excellent paper : 

" Priváte plithisiophobia has resulted partially 
from the Federal and State phthisiophobia just dis- 
cussed, and partially from tlie excessive caution of 
those who are not sufficiently educated in tlie matter. 
Let ine give you a few instancesof tlie form it takes : 
Poor sewing woinen háve been discharged, not be- 
cause they were consumptive themselves, but be- 
cause they were imprudent enough to mention in 
the presence of their employers that they were liv- 
íng with or related to sotne consumptive. Employees 
in offices, haviug an innocent cough, are discharged 
for fear of contagiou. Of the number of cases of 
phthisiophobia which came under the observation 
of Prof. A. Jacobi, of this city, and which he was 
good enough to relate to me, oneseemed particularly 
patbetic A man whh a large faraily to support, 
but strong, vigorous, and of excellent physique, was 
discharged from employment because of a nou- 
tuberculons cough which t however, did not get well 
fast enough to suit his employer. 



11 Had the following čase not come under my ob- 
ser vatio n I would not háve thought it possible that 
phthisiophobia could be productive of šuch cruelty. 
The hnsband of a woman of beautiíhl character, and 
devoted as only a woman can be, declared that sinoe 
there was no longer a doubt that his wife was suffer- 
ing from consumption he would háve to leave ber, 
for he would také no chances. The Httle sweet- 
faced sufferer proved to be a most conscientious 
patient and most eager to carry out all the precau- 
tions which would render her a safe companion to 
assodate with. 

u I wonder if the Surgeon General of the Marine 
Hospital Service and his advisers, our solons at 
Albany, and our distinguished Governor ever realize 
the sufferings of miud and body they háve caused 
by fostering this new disease, phthisiophobia ? 
Heart-rendiug as the results of this senseless fear, 
senseless ruling, and senseless legtslation háve been 
to the unfortunate persons afflicted with tuberculo- 
sis, stí 11 more sériou s are the results of this omcial 
phthisiophobia in its sequel of an exaggerated fear 
of the presence of consumption considered from an- 
other point of view. Individuals who suffer with 
the early symptoms of tuberculosis, or others who 
feel themselves tu danger of becoming consumptive, 
will besitate to seek medical advice for fear of being 
declared to su8ér from a dangerous contagious dis- 
ease and becoming subject to social ostracism. What 
a fearfut loss of life a retarded diagnosis in pulmon- 
ary tuberculosis means, I need hardly dwell úpon in 
an audience of this type. All our hopes in phtbisio- 
therapeutics are centered on the early recognitíon of 
pulmonary consumption. Our American sanatória 
report as many as 75 per cent. and more of re- 
coveries of incipient cases. How very múch lower 
the percentage of cure is when the patients háve 
passed the incipient stage we all know only too 
well."

" Scikntific Medicíne."— Some readers say that 
fl *e Fvvoy !5 tcx* seví 15 ?^ u scí^ntifir- med ir í ne ; " 
that there háve been enormous advances made in it 
over the pást practice and continue to be made. 
Yes, that is true, most tme. The " scientific medi- 
cíne " of half a century ago, when called to a čase, 
bied i t first and then gave Ca/omel y Ca/ome/, CalomeL 
That is not done now. The u scientific medicíne " 
of a quarter of a century ago, when called to a čase, 
gave germicides to kill the " germs " that cansed the 
disease in the patient. That ís not done now. 
The dropping of these therapeutic measures — to say 
nothing of many others — is, initself, a great advance 
in the treatment of disease. But isďt it a negatíve 
advance? 

Today the patent, " made in Germany " coal tar 
products ate the fashion, but, like their predecessors, 
there is a warning flag going upagainst them — thty 
allay pain, but how " heart failure " is ominoiisly 
increasing since they became the rage ! When they 
drop out of sight it will be another (therapeutic) 
" advance " — negatíve, that is. u Serums ? " Any 
one can see their ■ un has passed its zenith. 

Surgery, of course, is barred from all this, for in 
that branch there háve been reál, genuine and enor- 
mous advances made. So, too, in preventive medi- 
cine — sauitary science and hygiene, etc. 

And in Homoeopathy ? 



\ Xo, not múch, if any, advance. When you learn 
two plus two equals four you háve learncd a fact. 
You cannot " advance " it. But you can learn other 

; similar facls. So it has been with Homoeopathy, it 
has enlarged and is cularging its bordersof fact and, 
when rightly applied, is curing all curable cases of 
disease — is working the physical regeueratiou of 
humanity. 

We háve no quarrel with " scientific medicíne, " 
but we object to its terming its ceasing to do thera- 
peutic evil " advance." 



Inoculation vs. Provings. — The homoeopatbs 
voluntarily prove drugs on themselves. The so- 
called " scientific " set prove them on the helpless. 
A professor in the Wyoming University is reported 
to háve said : u If cats and guinea pigs can be put 

j to any higher use than to advance sciencr we do 

I not know what it is. W T e do not know of any 

1 higher use to put a man to," — u e. % vivisection. 

Í A doctor in the Charity Hospital, in Stockholm, 
experimenting with small-pox fouud calves too ex- 

\ pensive, so he " concluded to use th? children of the 
Foundling Home, and obtained kind permission to 

: do so from the head physician." He selected four- 
teen children who were inoculated dav after dav, 
etc. 

A physician now resident in San Francisco 
writes as follows to the Xezr York Medical Journal: 
"I inoculated (in Honolulu) with the virus of 
syphilis the arms of six leper girls uiider twelve 
years of age. Un December 14, I inoculated four- 
teen lepers. Since comin^ to San Francisco I háve 
tried on several occasions to get the opportunity (to 
inoculate a leper with syphilitic virus), but so far 
without success, etc, etc." 

He also tells of his success in inoculating a 
healthy boy with germ consumption. 4t I cannot yet 
say," he writes, u whether the boy will be consump- 
tive in consequence of my treatiiient." 

Iusane patients in Vorall>erg, Austria, were in- 
oculated with various poisons. The result of one — 

\ Hyoscyamine sulphate — was so terrible, the report 
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states, that " wben the pbysicians attempted to re- 
peat the experiment the victims fought like wild 
men. Many begged the doctors, on their knees, to 
let them die rather than inoculate theín with this 
terrible medicíne." 

Another " scientist " inoculated thirty-five pauper 
women in a Leipsic Hospital with foul germs. 
Another incculated new-born babies with " very 
considerable quantities of Staphylococá" Another 
inoculated " purulent bacteria " into eighty two poor 
women awaiting confinement. Another took bacilli 
from the decomposing corpse of a patient who had 
died of an infectious disease and injected them into 
thirty-five women and three babies. 

These assertions we find in The Animal Defender 
for September and October (double number), pub- 
lished at Boston. It is hardly possible to believe 
these statements. Yet they come from a journal 
controlled by responsible people. If they are true, no 
comment is needed, for the bald recitál is horrifying 
enough. 

Compare that vile " science " with the opening 
paragraph of Hahnemann's Organon — the corner- 
stone of homoeopathic science : 

" The physician's high and only mission is to re- 
store the sick to health, to cure, as it is termed." — * 
Dudgeon Translation. 

If anything ever came ,of all this cruelty for the 
reliéf of sick humanity there might be some faint 
excuse for it, but it goes on year after year with 
what results ? 

Nothing. 

The proving of Aconite alone has done more 
towards alleviating human illness than all this sort 
of experimenting ever has or ever will do. 



Have the Sick Any Rights ? — The latest dis- 
ease — at least we think so — to be pronounced " in- 
fectious," or, in everyday vernacular, " catching," is 
diarrhoea. Out in Portland, Oregon, they have had 
a good many cases of that disease and The Medical 
Sentinel says : 

"We understand that thequestionof isolation will 
probably be taken up by the State Board of Health 
at its next meeting in December, and in the mean- 
time we will be very glad of any further informa- 
tion as to the infectious or non-infectious náture of 
the disease, its prevalence, and the best means of 
diminishing it, which the profession of the Pacific 
Northwest are inclined to give." 

Judging from the pást there will be no doubt but 



that the Board of Health will pronounce it u in- 
fectious." Then every čase will have to be reported, 
and then if that august body in it$ wisdom sees fit 
it can be isolated or quarantined. Have the sick 
any rights that State medicíne is bound to respect ? 
Incidentally venereal diseases are not on the 
scientific roster as infecticus diseases, are not isolated 
nor reported and yet they cause more ill health even 
unto the third and fourth generations than all other 
diseases combined. 



" Germs, Germs." — The eminent scientist who 
looks after the health of Buffalo has come to the 
conclusion that wooden washtubs absorb " germs " 
and wants a law passed prohibiting their use. It is 
really remarkable to notice the gravity and respect 
with which the newspapers treat the absurd didos 
cut up by " health authorities " over " germs." 
Nothing is too absurd for them, and in the mean- 
time the so-called " germ " has about as múch to do 
with disease per se as it has with washing clothes in 
a wooden wash tub. 



Vaccination and the Schools. — Blood poison- 
ing has won in New York. The Court of Appeals 
has handed down a decision that the school and 
health authorities have the unqualified right to ex- 
clude any child from the schools who has not been 
vaccinated. As soon as the decision was made 
known the health commissioners (so-called) at once 
gave out that no child could longer attend school 
unless vaccinated. It is curious how some Courts 
uphold that health killing old rite, whileothers do 
just the reverse. 

The people ofthe United States will never regain 
personál liberty and rights in this matter until, as was 
done in England and Switzerland, it is carried into 
politics. If put to vote today it is doubtful if one 
in ten would uphold compulsory vaccination. 

To be súre some physicianssay that they practice 
for " public health and protection ; " but other phy- 
sicians say it is a physical curse to humanity and 
the cause of the steady increase in tuberculosis and 
cancer. This being so, what raanner of man mušt 
he be who upholds compulsion in a matter where 
there is šuch fearful disparity in views ? 



Invoi.untary Confession. — Every soldier and 
sailor in the army and navy is vaccinated on enlist- 
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ing. The vaccinated " never " contract small-pox, 
we're told. The newspapers of November telí of a 
seaman on the battleship Alabama being removed 
from the vessel because of having contracted small- 
pox! 



" The Other Side." — " The man who accustoms 
himself to read the other side of all questions, regard- 
less of his prejudices for or against anything, will 
broaden his mind, strengthen and develop his char- 
acter. Šuch growth mušt exercise a favorable in- 
fluence on his vocation. No man can be either 
great, good or successful who allows his prejudices 
to dominate his náture." — Medical Brief. 



A New Way of Looking at It. — u Man is by 
náture prone to alcohol, and some individuals are 
more prone than others by virtue of that accidental 
variation which obtains throughout the animal and 
vegetable world, and is the basisof evolutionaccord- 
ing to the Darwinian theory. Now, excess is in- 
jurious, and the more alcoholic die sooner than the 
less alcoholic, and consequently the use of alcohol 
tends constantly to racial sobriety by the elimina- 
tion of the drunkards and the survival of the fittest, 
who transmit their moderate tendencies to their 
children. It follows that the longer a race is ex- 
posed to the action of alcohol the more sober it be- 
comes. Hence attempts to promote temperance by 
abolishing or diminisning the supply are really 
schemes for the promotion of drunkenness, because 
they tend to the preservation and perpetuation of 
the more alcoholically inclined who would other- 
wise die out" — Dr. Archibcdd Reed. 



Tuberculosis. — Health Boards are engaged in 
very laudable " crusades " against tuberculosis and in 
"educating the people." Unfortunately, in the 
latter they are succeeding only too well and a man 
or woman suspected of being tuberculous is looked 
úpon by the mob as a species of leper. Board of 
Health science tells the people that the " germ " 
causes the disease and that the dried germ is just as 
potent as one in the lungs. Of course, this is sheer 
nonsense, for even admitting that the so-called germ 
is necessary for the development of the disease it 
mušt háve the proper soil on which to develop or it 
will háve no power. Germs are powerless against a 
wholesome and healthy constitution. Now anyone 
who has undergone the operation of vaccination 



knows full well, even the most rabid pro vac, that 
it is followed by a lowering of the tone of the sys- 
tém, if not by days and weeks of severe illness. In 
this condition germs, assuming Board of Health 
science is correct — which we do not, — háve found 
their proper soil, and each particular germ is free to 
work his specialty. If none happen along, and the 
man returns to his full tide of health, he mušt again 
be, according to Board of Health science, exposed to 
small-pox, for the state of the vaccinated is distinctly 
a diseased one and the only " protection " it affords 
is on the principle that the greater ill suppresses the 
lesser. 

Hence, Boards of Health, in their rigid enforce- 
ment of this operation, are the indirect cause of 
many of the ills against which they u crusade." 



Smaix-Pox in Germany. — J. R. Williamson, of 
London, says, that, since the year 1835 vaccination 
has been compulsory in Germany. Every one, with- 
out exception, had to be vaccinated and revaccinated. 
Yet in 1871-72, following the war with France, 
"small-pox carried off 124,948 of the inhabitants." 
This probably means that there were that many 
cases of the disease. Small-pox persisted in Ger- 
many until the Government gave positive orders 
that every čase, and house where a čase occurred, 
should be isolated. To this, and to the constantly 
improving sanitation, is due the decrease of the dis- 
ease in Germany. But let Germany get into a war 
with some European power and small-pox, or some 
other pestilence, will follow in its wake, as it did in 
187 1-72. Notwithstanding that every victim of the 
disease had been vaccinated. 



The Methodists and Vaccination. — u In re- 
gard to vaccination before attending public school, 
we do not believe in it at all. Small-pox is not a 
very prevalent disease and cleanliness is the best pre- 
ventive. To insist on poisoning every little pure 
boy and girl with the virus from a sick cow is 
shameful and disgusting. Why not inoculate them 
with every one of the serums which are being dis- 
covered against diphtheria, consumption and a score 
of other diseases múch more common than small- 
pox ? Some of the results of vaccination poisoning 
which háve come under our observation are horrible 
beyond description, and one šuch čase out of a 
multitude is enough to sicken us of the whole prac- 
tice." — Burning Bush,

Professor Tryall has found that 
which will be of more benefit to mankind than all 
the rest of the things ever discovered. The news- 
papers také it up, explain the merits of this greal 
discovery after the wise fashion that the seusatiou 
reportér has for making scientific matters plain tc 
the people. Then folks know that the thing is 
true. A man meets one of his fellows and says : 
Háve you read of that most wonderful discovery 
that Prof. Tryall has just made? It is marvelous, 
you will find a long article about it in the Daily 
Mendax. Strange that no one ever thought of it 
before. I telí you, we live in an age of progress, 
This man tells another man, and so it goes on.

And this is the way in which most of the 
late discoveries in medicíne are made nowadays. 

And some of those in hygiene, said Benjie. 

The most marvelous fact to me is, said Benjie, 
that our Regular friends when a new thing is dis- 
covered in medicíne expect it to ciíre ever) thing. 

And everybody, I said. But no, that is not quite 
the fact ; they do not expect one thing to cure every 
disease, but they do think that the one remedy 
will cure every čase of one disease. Quinine foi 
Grippe, Koch's lymph for consumption, Salicylii 
acid for rheumatism, anti-toxin for diphtheria. The> 
seem to lóse sight of the fact that each person is dif 
ferent in habits of life, hereditary taints, and nátura] 
characteristics from every other person ; that one 
man's meat is another man's poison, that one felloi* 
can thrive on cold and the other will freeze to death 
that one man can live in the water and the othei 
man is ill every time he takes a batb. In short 
that every man, woman, and small child in the 
world is different from every other one and needs 
each a peculiar treatment according to persona! 
idiosynerasy. 

Hahnemann told us all that, said Benjie. 

Yes, Hahnemann told us all that, but the trouble 
is that i t is šuch a plain, simple fact that these ab 
struse philosophers who are looking into space 
through the long tube of a teleseope, hunting foi 
marvels, fail to see that the truth is near enough tc 
be visible to the naked eye. Iťs too simple. I ad 
mit that every remedial agent has its plače and its 
good plače, only the one agent will not do over-time 
work without making somebody uncomfortable 
You mušt remember that as no two blades of grass 
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used it for its expectorant qualities. Many times 
it got the best of theín on account of its depressing 
after effects when used in crude form. We use it for 
the following characteristic symptoms : Coated 
tongue, drowsiness, rattling of phlegm in trachea 
and bronchial tubes, labored breathing, difficult ex- 
pectoration, nausea, vomitingand generál depression. 

Kali bichromicum from the first to the sixth deci- 
mal potency relieved the croupous form of cough. 
Children who took cold and became croupy ; stringy 
expectoration ; hoarse, barking cough ; pbarynx 
red ; voice hoarse ; tickling in pharynx and larynx 
as of a vapor aggravation after midnight till morn- 
ing. 

Ipecacuanha for a loose, rattling cough ; profuse 
expectoration ; clean tongue ; nausea and voiniting ; 
hot sweat; dyspnoea; asthina. 

Phosphorus : Dry cough ; dry feeling in larynx ; 
larynx sensitive ; sensation of weight on chest ; ex- 
pectoration scanty ; bloody ; can't lie on left side or 
back ; great prostration and weakness ; dyspnoea ; 
hoarseness ; cough halting. 

Hyoscyamus : To quiet a dry, irritable cough, go- 
ing to bed, lying down. 

Hyoscyamus is a good preparation to use, for 
those dry, constant coughs, with no intermission and 
which tire out both patient and doctor. * * * * 

Allium cepa will help where the cough is pain- 
ful ; it feels as if the larynx were torn to pieces ; 
the patient dreads to cough ; the nose discharges an 
irritating mucus while the discharge from the eyes 
is bland. Useful after exposure to cold, wet 
weather. 

Sanguinaria made a quick cure in a cough where 
the only obtainable symptóm was " Crawling like a 
worm in throat." 

Ammonium bromide is another useful remedy in 
irritable coughs. The seat of the inalady seems to 
be in the larynx and upper trachea. There is great 
hoarseness, difficulty in using the voice which is a 
mere whisper. 

Lycopodium relieved the afternoon and evening 
aggravation of a distressing laryngeal cough. 

As important as the use of the indicated homoeo 
pathic remedy is in the treatment of coughs we 
mušt supplement it by the proper hygiene. The 
patient should only inhale air, which is pure, moist 
and warm. He should wear comfortable, warm 
clothing. He should avoid the drinking of very 
cold fluids. If the cough is accompanied by chilli- 
ness and cold skin after suppression of perspiration 



or inhaling cold air we do well to begin our treat- 
ment with Aconite, which will help materially toward 
equalizing the circulation and will clear the track 
that the remedies mentioned above can carry the 
čase through to recovery in a pleasant and súre and 
quick manner. — Dr. Carl Greiner in Medical 
Counci/lor. 



CURE OF A CHRONIC CATARRH.

A distinguished gentleman, who last summer 
visited Karlsbad in order to get cured and who has 
no need of calling in a lay-physician, had been for 
years suffering from a catarrh, with sneezing and ob- 
struction of the nose. He takes suuff and this may 
be the cause of his nasal catarrh ; somewhat 
peculiar is the fact that he can only breathe through 
his nose in the open air, but as soon as he enters a 
warm rooín both nostrils are obstructed. • He is not 
willing to give up his old habit of taking s:uff, so 
agreeable to him, and on this account also is he dis- 
gusted at the obstruction of this organ. The čase is 
worse at night, as be can only breathe through his 
mouth, and frequent sufFocating fits disturb his sleep. 
His supposition that he had a polypus in the nose 
was disputed by his physician ; and when menthol 
and other olfactory remedies refused to act, his phy- 
sician advised him to consult a specialist in Vienna. 
Before determining on this course, the patient wished 
to hear my advr'ce. I brought him Kali carb. in 
pellets, 12 D., to také some pellets several times a 
day. Farrington recommends this remedy, saying : 
"Sometimes we find a chronic form of catarrh, 
where the nostrils are obstructed, and the patient 
can only breathe with open mouth. This obstruc- 
tion is relieved in the open air, but returns as soon 
as the patient enters a warm room." The remedy 
acted so promptly also in this čase, that the patient, 
múch to his astonishment, could breathe through 
the nose in a few hours. Only twenty-four hours 
later he dared to také a pinch of snuff, which caused 
no harm. Kali carb. was not only suitable in this 
čase to u cover " the symptóm of obstruction of the 
nose, and also to cure it, but it was also indicated 
because the patient frequently suffered in his throat, 
having complained for years of a scratching in the 
throat as from a splinter. The chronic ailment is 
steadily decreasing.

The patient who had been cured through Zincum 
frotn epileptic convulsions which had lasted for 
years had afterwards reccived Avcna sativa. This 
tincture is easy to tak?. Ten drops in a wiueglass- 
ftil o f water is frequently sufficient. 1 1 is to be 
taken in sips duriiig the day. This we do with pa- 
tients that are recovering slutaly, or who are weak- 
ened froín any canse, just like China and Chinňu 
After a few days the remedy i s discontiuned. 

II, The longer we practice the more frequently 
we notice that the unexpected breaking out of an 
exanthem coiucides with tlie cure. 

A miuer who had been suffering from shortness of 
breath and dyspnoea wrote to me : u The lament- 
able wheezing and obstruction of the chest has 
aga in appeared whenever the weather changes. 
I háve been iutending to write to you from 
mootb to month, But a few weeks before Christ- 
mas an eruption broke out on the right side of my 
chest, anteiiorly on the chest and between the 
shoulder blades, after which I fett all right* Ever 
since then I háve not had any trace of oppression of 
the chest, not even when the weather cbanged. I 
now feel quite strong and vigorous. I háve not 
lately increased múch in weight, but every one who 
sees me, tells me that I háve full cheeks and a better 
color. • * * *" 

An allopath or a specialist in skin diseases, if 
asked for tbeir advice by šuch a patient, would be 
apt to give a local treatment and seek to drive in 
the exanthem. But common sense onght to teach 
us that this would be iriational.

Grape juice from its coustitueuts is a verí table 
natural minerál water* In laking the grape juice 
cure the quantity a first taken is small and :s 
gradually increased, the length of the tíme of treat- 
ment being from tbree to si x weeks, Walking and 
exercise in the open air assist very múch in bring- 
ing about good results during the ti m e of this cure* 
The generál health is improved, the appetite is in- 
creased, and the digestíve functious are greatly im- 
proved. The patient usually puts on flesh, This 
cure is especially indicated in anections of the di- 
gestive organs, visceral eongestions, ascites, jaun- 
dice, in cases of hepatx calculi, diarrhcea, habitual 
constipation, in certain skin troubles, and in neu- 
rasthenia ; pulmonary tuberculosis is beneŕited by 
this treatment, but the intestines mušt be in good 
condition. It seems contra-indicated only in per- 
sons who are too fat or háve a tendency to become so, 
and during the periód of menstruation. — Health.

dark and the skin bathed as it should be. The ery 
that small-pox is so dangerous is all foolishness and 
is tlie very thiug that scares the people and causes 
thern to be vaccinated."

o t Agriculture has traced the recent outbreak of 
foot and mouth disease to its source. It seems that 
the American vaccine farmers import the vírus with 
which they infect tlie calves for producing vaccine 
virus. from Európe. One shipment was infected 
with tlie foot and mouth disease: this fact was not 
learned until the calves. after yielding the virus of 
vaccine. had l>een sent to the stock yards at Detroit. 

At the stock 
yards they infected other cattle. and thence the 
plague <pread over tlie country. Fortunately there 
\va< no \accination crusade on at the time. so the 
public cscaped. \o <»ne can telí what is on the vac- 
cine point until it has develojxfd in the vaccinatcd 
victim. 



Vaccine Vírus as a Cause of Disease. — Com- 

; menting on the report of the Government Depart- 
, inent of Agriculture showing that the recent 
I epidémie of foot and mouth disease originated in 
! the vaccine virus manufactured for use in vaccinat- 
• ing human 1>eings. an allopathic journal says: "Al- 
I though this report states explicitly that the said dis- 
ease is usually of a verv mild fonn when communi- 
cated to man and, as a rule, o f little consequence, it 
is. doubtless. safe to predict that this report will bc 
used as ammunition by the anti-vaccinationists for 
many years to come. and will probably serve them 
well as a means of adding recruits to their some- 
what disorganized and vacillating society." This 
ammunition will make that "disorganized and vacil- 
ating society" a veritable Macedonian phalanx. The 
now disputed fact that vaccine is a disease producer 
will kíll all helíef in it save those whose nrofeswnal 
pride the fact hurts. Those big enough will ac- 
knowledge their error, pride will make the others 
cling to the old error. The young men of the pro- 
fession will be wise in their generation if they re- 
fuse to commit themselves to the practice. even i f 
they dare not condemn it. The strong point in the 
report is the established fact that whatever disease 
may bc latent in the animal, or human being. from 
whose sores the virus is obtained. may be transmit- 
ted to the one who is vaccinated by that virus. This 
p« irtentf his fact may account for the steady inerease 
in certain diseases among the vaccinated nations. 
The next time any one wants to turn himself loose 
on the |>eople who do not want to be vaccinated. will 
he please consider this point? Doing the "big bow- 
wow" act. as Sir Walter Scott used to call it. will l)e 
no answer. A niere statement of your belief in the 
practice will not be sufficient to satisív the |>eoplc. 
no matter how big you are. 



"Regular" vs. "Irrecular." — The allopath* as- 
sume to l>e "rcgular physicians." and. when they do 
not term them "quacks," *ay the homu-opatlis are 
"irregular." Hr. M. í.. Tyler illustrates the reál 
standing of the two classes of physicians in a recent 
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letter to the London Daily Mail. A čase was sub- 
mitted to five different allopaths, three of them being 
what the newspapers term "eminent physicians," 
holding many titles ; five distinctly different prescrip- 
tions resulted, containing a total of thirteen dmgs. 
The samé čase was submitted to five different ho- 
mceopathic physicians, and they all prescribed the 
samé dnig. If the English language is properly used 
the term "regular" mušt be taken f rom the allopaths 
and given to the homceopaths. Each self-styled 
"regular" is a law unto himself, for he has no other 
law, so it is like man like prescription.

An Honorary Degree. — The Hering Medical 
College, of Chicago, has conferred the honorary 
degree of Doctor of Medicíne on E. P. Anshutz, 
editor of the Homoeopathic Envoy.

A Decalcitrant Čase of Sma^l-pox. — Public 
Health Rcports, Júne 4, tells of a sailor on the U. 
S. S. Helena who had small-pox of "a verv severe 
confluent type." Everv one in the navy is verv 
thoroughly vaccinated and revaccinated. Truly the 
people mušt také the assertions of the official doctors 
with a grain of salt — even with a big pinch of salt — 
when they leamedly inform the world that "no vac- 
cinated person ever contracts small-pox," and then 



generally commit the Irish bull by saying that i f 
they do "it is in a mild form." But you might 
multiply the foregoing čase with ten thousand others 
equally well authenticated and it would probablv 
not alter the assertions of these profoundly learned 
men. They are wedded to their idol — let them 
alone, i f they will let others alone. 

It just oceurs to us that the Children of Israel 
were commended not to cut their flesh nor to make 
anv mark thereon. A wise commandment. 



Death Among the Babies. — Careful observa- 
tion reveals the fact that in New York City thirty- 
three per cent. of the bottle fed babies die during the 
first year of their life. Among the breast fed in- 
fants the mortality is quite light. It is the habit, or 
has been, to blame this mortality on impure milk, but 
Dr. Reuel A. Benson, the well known author of 
"A Nursery Manuál for the čare and feeding of 
children in health and disease," disputes this and 
claims that the milk supply of New York is prac- 
tically pure and wholesome. The reál fault lies in 
the lack of knowledge in the feeding of infants who 
mušt be bottle fed. Last summer Dr. Benson, as 
we note in the Júne number of the North American 
Journal of Homoeopathy, rented two rooms in an 
East Side tenement and started a small dairy for 
supplying milk for the individual needs of the babies 
in the neighborhood. The work was purely phil- 
anthropic; the mothers were charged cost for tlie 
milk, and given advice as to feeding free. The re- 
sult was that the mortality of the infants so fed 
dropped to 10 per cent., and the greater part of 
these were sufferers from diseases that are practi- 
cally hopeless — no constitutions to begin with. An 
enormous saving o f life could be made i f the people 
understood the proper feeding of infants, a knowl- 
edge, by the way, not difficult to obtain. Dr. Ben- 
son's little Manuál ought to be in the hands of every 
family where there is a baby, be the family rich or 
poor. 



"Advances." — About all the recent "advances," 
as they are optimistically termed, in allopathy con- 
sist of new serums or vaccines; among these the 
sérum, or vaccine, for preventing typhoid is prob- 
ably the most prominent. The Charlotte Medical 
Journal for May, editorially diseussing this particu- 
lar vaccine, admits that doubts háve been raised as 
to its efficacy by the experience in the English army 
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in South Africa, where í t was found that these 
serums * ť werc not infalhble/ 1 Indeed- "Some of the 
soldiers who had been treated with one or tlie other 
were made extremely ill and ran a hígh temperattire t 
while in a few ínstances death resulted/' But f or 
all this they háve "great confidence* 1 because there 
was a grcater pcrcentage o f the uiivaccinated con- 
tracted the disease than of the vaccinated. We be- 
lie ve that a greater disease generál ly protects against 
a lesser, Our editor o f the Charlofte Med. Jour. 
remarks that <É There í s more reason f or giving the 
new sérum a trial in the army than in civil life," 
It would be safer to t ry it on the soldiers, f or the v 
eannot telí tales o f the effeets should they t ti m out 
to be "accidents" or permanent mvaEdism. The 
editor goes on to state that in the war with Spain 
seventeen out of every twenty deaths were causcd 
by typhoid. Verv true. but would seruni or typhoid 
vaccine háve prevented the mortality? I f it had not 
been f or the rotten, bad sanitation this would not 
liave happened. The Japanese did not háve a simi- 
lar experience. I f the camps are put under intelli- 
gent sanitary supervisors there will be no need of 
the sérum which admittedly may cause death. Men 
OUght to pray f or the day when this c ráze f or polhit- 
ing the blood with poisonous animal excreta will 
pass, This f ad is not scíentific, it is empiric. 



The Penalty for Refusing an Operation. — 

P 11iere was a soldier in the U. S, Coast Artillery, ac- 
cording t*» the X. Y. Evcning Post, who refused to 
submit to "a minor surgical operation t which was 
without risk to his lífe/* according to the post sur- 
geon. His commanding officcr ordered bim to sub- 
mit to the surgeon's knife, but he again refused. 
He was ordered to appear before the military court. 
"The court martial found him guilty and he was sen- 
tenced to be dishonorably discharged from the ser- 
vicé, forfeiting all pay and allowances due hini, and 
to be confined at bard labor in a military prison for 
three months/' In olden times i t was refusing to 
iifoey the orders of the doctors of divinity that got a 
man in troobie. Now the other doctors are having 
tlieir inuing in refomiing tnankind according to 
man-made rules. Man, however. i s a stiff-necked 
bnite, and will probably throw these riders as he did 
the others. Maybe some day the would-be autocrats 
will learn Miat it is contrary to a hígher law for one 
human t<> drive another hutnan in things of con- 
science.

'For nearly nine years after she had been doomed 
to death by phvsicians and surgeons, she enjoyed 
good average health. A month or so ago she was 
taken tll again, not with the old complaint but some- 
tfiing else, and— she sent for the allopathic doctors 
once more ; again she is on the broad of ber hack in 
danger of death/* 

Now this is but one of many, many cases, Why 
is it ? When taken sick they send for the man o f 
"strong" drugs and imposing array of things that 
go with "up-t oddáte" medicíne. I f they "pull 
through" no matter how long it takes them they are 
satisfied Sometimes in their extremity as a forlorn 
hope they "try" Homceopathy and are rescued from 
death. I >o they realize what was done for them? 
No, not many. They think in their hearts that the 
sinall doses did them no good but that they simply 
"got well," and bo thinking when next tíme thev get 
ill they return to their old belief in the "strong" 
drugs and palaver. It is human náture: they want 
miracles, and when they receive them do not know 
them because thev are not theatrical.

HOMOEOPATHIC VACCINATION SUS- 

TAINED BY A PENNSYLVANIA 

COURT. 

The (|iiestion of the validity of what for want of 
a better nanie i s termed "homoeopathic vaccination ,, 
was argued before Judges Frazer, Shafer, and Hay- 
maker, of Pittsburg, Pa., in May. The validity of 
that vaccination was affirmed, and the vaccination 
declared legal. This rather important decision was 
not nientioned by the newspapers (so far as we 
saw ) outside of Pittsburg. 

The facts are as follows : Mr. H. E. Lee had his 
daughter vaccinated homoeopathically by Dr. W. R 
Stepheňs, of Wilkinsburg, Pa., who then gave a 
certificate of vaccination. This fonn of vaccina- 
tion, it may be stated here, consists of giving pellets, 
properly inedicated on the tongue no evil effects ever 
follow this method of vaccination, and it is known 
by those who háve investigated the niatter to \ye far 
more protective than the crude method of forcing 
the raw poison through the skin into the blood, 
where i f "successful," it causes an angry ulcer and 
sometimes a long speli of sickness, and sometimes 
death. W. E. Borger, principál of the school that 
the child attended, refused to accept this certificate. 



and the question of its legality or validity was the 
one before the court. 

We cannot follow the arguments here, but in a 
generál way they — those in favor — were based on 
the fact that as the law of the State recognizes the 
medical practice of Homoeopathy, therefore, public 
officials cannot discriminate against the fonn of vac- 
cination peculiar to Homoeopathy, in favor of the 
allopathic method. That is the substance though 
not the form of the plea for the homceopathic 
method. and the Court decided that the child mušt 
l>e admitted to the school on that certificate. If the 
čase is not appealed and reversed, this will be the 
rule in Pennsylvania. The allopathic officials will 
be very foolish i f they contest this decision, for it 
opens an honorable way out of the difficulties they 
experience in enforcing a law that a vast majority of 
intelligent people bitterly oppose. There háve been 
too many life-long injuries inflicted, and deaths by 
this survival of i8th century medical practice for 
any one to longer enforce it on an unwilling public. 

The word "vaccination" is really a verbal mal- 
formation. It is derived from the Latin vacca, "a 
cow" but it is not really the cow that originates 
the virus used but a pox occasionally found on the 
udder and presumably contracted from the hands of 
some milker diseased with the pox; so in reality 
"poxination" would be the truer word. If the cow 
from which this pox virus is obtained is suflfering 
from any other disease then it is the pox plus the 
other disease, as was recently discovered when vac- 
cine, or pox, virus started an epidémie of the dread- 
ed foot and mouth disease. 

AH things considered it would be the part of 
wisdom for the authorities to accept the courťs de- 
cision, as was done in Iowa, where even the allo- 
paths are now adopting the homoeopathic method 
of vaccination. 



A RETROSPECT. 



The old people of to-day look back on the medical 
practices (in "regular" medicíne) probably as the 
youth of to-day will look back, when he, too, is old. 
011 the prevailing methods of this "enlightened" day. 

Dr. Hugh Hastings, in a retrospect of his life, 
published some years ago, deseribes the practice in 
which he participated as a youthful "regular." He 
was entered as a legal ptipil of an old physician "to 
study the art and science of medicíne and surgery." 
The scientific medical men of that day seemed to be 
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|K)ssesse<l by the idea that the bloocl was the seat of 
disease and mušt be drawn off. "I shall not readily 
íorget," writes Dr. Hasting, who became a ho 
moeopathic physician later, "the scenes enacted in 
the 'bleeding surgery,' as the room was named in 
whicli the people were bied every Sunday morning 
in the spring and fall, as it was on this dav and in 
this season especially that men and women, and even 
children, canie to be bied. The operating room had. 
in a short time, the appearance of a butcher's sham- 
bles — men and women lying in a fainting condition, 
as it was then considered that unless the bleeding 
produced either complete syncope or fainting, it was 
of no avail. Not only was there this mánia for 
venesection, but purgation, cupping, blistering, 
leeching, and drenching medicine of all sorts reigned 
rampant in the profession. ,, 

When Dr. Samuel Hahnemann discovered the law 
governing drugs, as gravitation governs matter, and 
proposed that his professional brethren abandon 
bleeding he was denounced as a murderer by "in- 
direction." The "regulars" háve never apologized 
for that. However, in the light of the new medi- 
cal era that dawned with the discoverv o f the great 
drug law, they soon abandoned some of their more 
barbarous practices, though they háve never ceased 
to apply the term "quackery" to Homceopathy. 
Human pride is a curious trait. When Gil Blas told 
his master, Dr. Sangrado, that their practice of hot 
water and bleeding was killing the people and sug- 
gested a change, the doctor replied, "Perish all in 
Valodolid first." 

After practicing medicine for several years Dr. 
Hasting became "a confirmed dyspeptic, though he 
followed the advice, the prescribed diét and took the 
medicines sccundum artem. While in this state it 
fell to him to edit the Memoirs of a deceased clergy- 
man. This brought him more or less into the com- 
pany of the widow, an elderly lady, with a book and 
a lx>x of homoeopathic medicines. "I at this periód 
was a young doctor tilled to the brim with allopathic 
principles," like nearly all young graduates from the 
scientiiic medical schools. He res|>ected tlie old Valy 
but despised her "quackery." When she perceived 
his ill health she wanted him to try the homoeopathic 
remedies. In time, and to please her, he consented 
to také her "little pills" and in two months' time 
"physiological changes were effected in my systém, 
which all the battering-rams of allopathy had failed 
to effect after four years." 



"Will my readers be astonished if I candidly con- 
fess that this result rather disappointed than pleased 
me, as after an experimentom crisis on Baconian 
axioms, all my cherished ideas of allopathic thera- 
peutics had received a deadly blow, and nothing now 
remained for me, if conscience were to rule, but, like 
Dávid, to lay aside my cumbersome armor. fíght 
with a sling and a stone,, become a heretic in ortho- 
dox medicine, leave the allopathic camp with all its 
friendships, social prestige" and become one of the 
professionally despised, homoeopathic doctors. It 
was with him then as with the young man whom the 
Saviour told to "sell all thou hast," but he did it and 
never regretted the act. Indeed who could regret 
šuch a step — the coming from darkness into the clear 
sunlight of the true science of medicine ? 

This is the dramatic part of the story of Dr. Hugh 
Hastings. He practiced simple, straight, Homceop- 
athy, and his success was great. Every now and 
then it may be that some homoeopathic physician to- 
day is attracted by the glitter and blare of the "scien- 
tific" measures the allopaths of the hour háve sub- 
stituted for the bleeding and purging of their 
fathers, but when they do they make a mistake. 
Plam Homceopathy is the road to cure. and to reál 
professional success. 



A REMEDY FOR SPRAINS. 

Some years ago Dr. Henry Thomas wrote a little 
book, Additions to the Homoeopathic Matéria 
Medica, in which he calls attention to the use o f 
Bellis perennis (the English Daisy) in sprains. It 
had long been a popular remedy among "the people." 
It is one of the dmgs treated of by John Parkin- 
son in his Theatrum Botanicum, published in 1640, 
and by others before him, for he quotes what "Deo- 
dorus saith" concerning it. 

Dr. Thomas was in the country and was appealed 
to by a man with a badly sprained ankle for reliéf. 
As Dr. Thomas had none of his usual remedies for 
sprains with him he determined to try the Bellis 
perennis on the čase and ordered the ankle to be 
Ixnínct up in a poultice made from the plánt then in 
bloom. The effect was striking, for in a short time 
the patient put on his shoes, limped about with com- 
parative ease, and the second dav walked four miles 
to his work. Dr. Thomas then made a tincture of 
the plánt for future use. The next čase was a badly 
sprained ankle from a fall; it was treated with an 
application of the tincture, and on the second dav 
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the patient went about his business. He used it in 
many other cases of sprains with equal sttccess. 
Parkinson says, "The greater wild Daisie is a wound 
herbe of good respect" as evidently did Deodorus 
before him. It is a simple remedy, but one it is well 
to know i f one wants to be up and doing shortly 
after a sprain. 

Parkinson also further .says of the Bellis per.: 
"The samé also dissolveth and dispenseth the knots 
and kernels that grow in the flesh of any part of the 
body, and the bruises and hurts that come f rom falls 
and blowes." 

Bellis perennis can be had at homoeopathic phar- 
macies only, as old school pharmacists do not know 
it. 



GELSEMIUM. 

"The typical Gelsemium fever, however, comes in 
that condition which we call, correctly, but certainly 
with great frequency, 'grippe.' That catarrhal fever 
which steals úpon you with chilliness and vertigo, 
perhaps a little šore throat; which makes you too 
tired to breathe ; you f eel sleepy but you can't sleep 
f or everymuscle feels as though it had been pounded.

A Question of Veracity, — A few days ago we 
heard of an amusing and rather suggestíve inci- 
dent. A verv eminent professor in a very big uni- 
versity addressed a public meeting and cited Japan 
as a shining example in the matter of vaccin^tini 
and its benefit. He said that in a certain vear that 
liatinu, with all its povert>\ had only four deaths 
from small-pox, This T coming from šuch an 
authority t was received with múch enthusiasm, 
Certain troublesome men who want fads, asked

this treatment" The book is full o f šuch helpful 
points on surgical or semí-surgical cases. 



Its Value. — A doctor residing at a plače chiefly 
noted for the fact that near it is a vaccine farm, 
recently delivered two lectures before the students 
of a medical coDege. He concluded his remarks on 
the rnaking of vaccine with the f otlowing words : 

"It i s not necessary to také tip the qucstion o f the 
valne of vaccination with this audience. No person 
who has the abihty to render a sonnd judgnient and 
has taken the trouble to in vešti gate the results o f 
vaccination can háve the shghtest doubt as to its 
value." 

Both si des in the controversy will heartily agree 
to this, even though it catne from one of the vaccine 
farnis, whích some assert introduced the foot and 
mouth disease into this country, as, for ínstance, — 
this from the Congressional Record, February 9: 
"Mr. DoHiver. * * * The Department of 
Agriculture in its effort to suppress tlie foot and 
mouth disease traced that disease to vírus imported 
into the United States by oirr manufacturing chem- 
ists and sold to our people. The investigations re- 
vealed that this virus, used úpon calves in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, communicated the foot and 
mouth disease to them. The investigations also 
shmved that these diseases are almost universal in the 
countries o f Európe, in Asia, Japan, the Philipptne 
Islands, and in practically all the countries from 
which we import our medical viruses, including the 
vaccine for small-pox and kindred diseases," There 
ought not to be "the slightest doubt/ ' 



Tuberculosis or Consumption. — The Charity 
Organizatíon o f New York in a recent bulletin on 
the "war agaiust tuberculosis" inviting tlie people to 
join the fight t says that "200,000 people are killed 
each year in the U. S. alone" by this disease. This 
prompts Dr. Zwisohn (/, A. M. A.) : 

"I desire to call attention to the advisability of 
conservatism in this matter. To overdo it will 
cause a reaction in the public mind. In 1902, we 
told the public that 100,000 people die every year 
from tuberculosis. In 1909, after seven years of 
hard fighting wíth all scientific achievements at our 
connnand, with all the vast sunis expended, with all 
the aid of civilized governments co-operating with 
well trained phvsicíans and an intelligent public, i t is 



now said that over 200,000 die every year of this 
disease in the U. S. alone." 

Dr. Zwisohn doesn't dišpute the figures but says 
that tuberculosis is the incipient, curable stage, while 
to the advanced stage it is consumption "nearly al- 
ways beyond the point of possible arrest" So you 
see there is something in a name after all, Shake- 
speare to the contrary. 



They Change it to a Worse Shape. — The 
following is clipped from a paper by Dr. Edward 
Willard Watson, in Medical Notes and Queries: 
"The one life saved to-day means many líves lost 
in that not so far d i stan t to-morrow. We struggle 
with disease, and save the victim of one scourge 
only to leave more survivors for another one, that 
waits and watches, and never sleeps. Do we stamp 
out tuberculosis, see how cancer steals in ; do we 
abolish small-pox by vaccination, lo! scarlet f even 
to look no further, assumes a nialignancy before 
unknown ; and t hen, too, in the very study of dis- 
ease we may, as happened, disseminate disease. The 
world has ere this been on the very verge o f deci- 
matíon from the very efforts o f science to save it t 
and another time it may cross that verge, and in a 
month or a year all the boasted life-saviiig will be 
lost in a cataclysm o f death." 

Why not try a few years of plain sanitation and 
give "medical science" and the people a needed 
rest? The "cataclysm, " if it comes, may be from 
the never ceasing injection into the blood, through 
the punctured skin 1 o f antnial and human disease 
products. On high authority it has been said that 
the "blood is the life." Once this "science" drain* 
ed is from men as an evil thing, now it pollutes it

If a man is bom with a good stomach he can eat 
and drínk ahnost with inipunity; if he is a natural 
dyspeptic he soon learns from sad experience what 
does not agree with him, Hís only eure, t f cure be 
possible, lies in the remedy that is homceopathic to 
his symptoms, These cases should be handled by 
sound homceopathic physicians, There are no du- 
plicates in huinaii beings nor never can be, hence 
the homceopathic axiom, 'Tndividualize your pa- 
tients." 

Down at the bottom allopathy and Homceopathy 
represent opposites. To the allopathic mind disease 
is an entity, as múch so as the locust, or the potato 
bug, that periodically ravage our fields t and are 
treated accordingly. To the homceopath disease is 
"a dynamic disturbance, 1 ' a departure from the 
normál from some cause, physical, inhcrited or 
nie n ta). Cure or reliéf is to be found in a drug that 
will cause a similar departure from the normál when 
taken by the healthy in sufficient doses. The cura* 
tive dose of necessity, and from reason, mušt be 
smaller than the amount necessary to cause the dis- 
turbance in the healthy person. The allopath gives 
doses to ki 11 tlie entity (the bug), and he logically 
gives the samé to all cases o f disease diagnosed to 
be the samé, regardless of the individuality o f the 
patient 

Lastly, Down at the bottom o f their hearts many 
patients know the cause of their illness but seek the 
doctor to relieve them while they still cherish the 
cause ; they cling to it T only wanting the effects re- 
moved. Neither allopathy nor Hointjeopathy can 
cure these. "Cease to do eviľ* is the only thera* 
peutic measure that will avail. Wlien the cause in 
šuch cases is removed medicíne will aid in the return 
to the normál, but otherwise it is but a feeble, and 
ever more feeble, palliative. The cure is a bitter one 
but inexorable.

R hus tox. 6. 

Dribbling of urine in old or elderly patients, try 
Ferrum phos. 6x. 

Pain where a bone has been broken may be re- 
lieved by Sytuphyittm 3, internally, and the applica- 
tion o f tlie Tincture o f symphytum diluted about 
one-half with water. 

A harmless yet efhcient method o f moving tlie 
bowels and bladder is said to be: "Dissolve three 
teaspoonfuls of pure sugar of milk, in hot water, 
and také before a nieal, preferably breakfast. 

Probably tlie best prescription for diarrhuea (in 
absence of marked guiding symptoms) is Chininum 
ars. 3X tablets, about three every two hours, 

Regardless o f what else is done Succus calendulae 
is the best external dressíng for cancer, running 
sores, blood injuries, etc. 

Rheumatic pains that come on with cool, damp 
weather require Rhus tox. 

Sanguinaria nltrate 3x t one tablet a dose, is said to 
be a "súre cure" for a cough that is a "tickling 
cough" pure and simple.

cold applkations, though of a lesser degree of cold 
than that causing the injury, that would be homoeo- 
pathíc. The allopaths, to be súre, do not treat f rošt 
bites with hot water, but they do treat other diseases 
on precisely the samé lines as the application of hot 
water would be to a frosted ear. If a man has a 
diarrhoea the allopathic principle is to give some- 
thing that will "bind"' the bowels, which is about the 
worst thing that could be done. The diarrhoea is an 
operation set up by náture to relieve the systém. I f 
the cause is bad food it hastens its exit; if an in- 
ílammation there is more chance for recovery i f the 
bowels move as they do in diarrhoea than though 
they were artificially bound as is done by an allo- 
pathic medicíne, an act that does not touch the cause 
of the disease. So in the other disease. No, allo- 
pathy is not a term of reproach, but it is a principle 
in the use of drugs that the patient is múch better 
without 



F.UJJBLE HEALTH AUTHORITIES. 

The .Vrtr Emglamd Sfedical Gazette tells the story 
of a returned soldier f rom the Philippines. He had 
a skin disease. "Going to ^'ashington, D. C, for 
treatment it is reported that he somewhat jokingly 
sakl to the doctor : *I wonder if I háve leprosy.' A 
word to the wise is sufficient, so it is said. The 
physician sent for the health authoríties. The first 
one of these had never seen a čase of leprosy, the 
seeond had seen some few cases, years ago. They 
thought it strongly suspicious. They then took a 
$ection of skin for pathological examination. The 
report returned that bacilli of the size and shape of 
those of leprosy were found. Úpon this very im- 
l^rfect diagnosis the man was quarantined for hear- 
ly %n \-ean Early in the spring of the present year 
n well-known New York dermatologist became in- 
terestfd in the patient and gave him a very thorough 
examination. As a result, he concluded that it was 
a čase of dermatitis induced by the poisonous sub- 
stances eiK\>untered in the milí. He petitioned for 
rel*aa\ or failing that, that the patient be trans- 
fermi to the New York Skin and Cancer Hospital. 
Instead of cordial co-operation on the part of the 
health authoríties, it is stated that obstacles of all 
|uv**ihle kinds were prepared, and that they even 
went so far as to put an increased guard about the 
titan. Kinally justice won and he was sent to New 
York in a haggage car. Here, we now learn, con- 
valescence is progresstve under proper treatment" 
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Health authorities are mortal and dearly love to get 
into thé newspapers, pietu red as heroically "ťight- 
ing" sonic dreaded disease, It reál 1 y looks as i f 
"scientific medicíne" was just about like any other 
old medicíne barring a specialty f or coming new 
terms, I f any one wants to be ctired go to a 
straightout homceopathic doctor — "insist on the 
gemiine and také no other/' 



THE WOBBLY GERM THEORY. 

"Epidemics come; epidemics go, and we know no 
more of their sudden rise and sudden departure 
than we did centu rieš ago, The gerni theory of dis- 
ease is verv good up to a certain point as a basis Eof 
fighting at times, and in a practical way, from many 
a standpoint, should be properly considered. But it 
has its many, and great and unsolved exceptiois, 
and i s by no means explanatory of every acute dis- 
ease in a satisfactory way, even among the infect- 
ious, Microbes are good, bad and indifferent. 
Some fight f or us í f we only give them a chance, as 
witness tlie latest, most scientific explanation o f 
fever, Some microbes are bad, it is tme, but not 
always; canses of disease at times no doubt; but 
again scavengers and helps. When they are causes 
it is not so múch on account o f their bodily f orní, as 
because of the reál poison whteh attaches itself to 
tliem, they, in other words, are only the habitat of 
the poison. 

" Again and finally, how many microbes Boot 
alx>ut indifrerently and innocently f or many a long 
dav. This is t nie, as we know, even of pneumo- 
coccí and the bacillus of diphthería. The fonner 
may rest quietly in the air passages for days and 
weeks and no pnenmonia result ; tlie latter may grow 
unobserved, and seek to be let alone until some 
microseopic and bacterioscopic fiend goes searching 
around, and drags him out of his nest and holds him 
up before a gaping world to be shunned and run 
away f rom, and as far as possible. The worst, final 
result of all tlie foregoing, and very múch more that 
might be added, is to increase in my humhle judg- 
ment, 'Mans inhumanity to mail/ M — Bevefiey Rab- 
mson, in NťW York State Journal of Medicíne. 



Jenners ''Discovery." — The slight basis on 
which some ÍÉ discoveries M are accepted in medicíne 
is illustrated by a sketch of the History of Vaccina- 
tion, published some time ago by the Philadclphia 
Medical Journal. After recounting the fact that 
the custom had prevailed in China and other simi- 



larly enlightened countries o f Asi a, and thence 
spread among the almost equally enlightened peas- 
antry of Európe of the I7th century, it came to the 
notice of Edward Jenner, a medical apprentice or 
študent, "He settled the question effectually May 
14, 1796, when he vaccinated a boy with matter 
f roní a kine-pock on the hand of a dairymaid, and 
on Júly t introduced into this boy pus from a small- 
pox pustule, without effect. Two years later — Júne, 
1798 — he published his celehrated Xnquiry," This 
is the evidence or "scientific basis M of the custom. 
The account, aceurate as far as it goes, does not go 
far enough. Tlie *Tnquiry ,í was ridículed by the 
medical profession until an aristoeratic lady of 
England took it up as a fad and vaccinated her 
peasantry herself: the fashionable ladies took it 
up, and then the doctors fell over themselves in tak- 
ing it up. Parliament equally bowed to the aristo- 
eratic fancy and passed laws, and behold a "tri- 
umph of science!" Ever since the oťhcial doctors 
and the leaders háve been compelled to back up this 
practice of the ignorant Asiatics to "save their 
faces/' It would be well for them to let it lapse 
into innocuous desuetude — just forget it for a few 
years and then i t can be placed in the samé category 
with bleeding, blistering and other enlightened med- 
ical methods that aesumed prominence with vac- 
cination. 

Let the o!d thing peacefully die, gentlenien. for 
otherwise it will be killed and your "faces" will 
suffer somewhat 



Vaccination Mad,— Germán y seems to be a 
pretty sane country on most topics, but when itcomes 
to vaccination she goes to extrenies. They are now 
vaccinating people there to protect them against 
tuberculosis. This vaccination is not compulsory 
as yet. The compulsory feature may come Jater, 
because the tendency of the day in state medici ne 
(allopathic) is to make everything that way, Ieav- 
ing the people no freedom in the matter. In the 
matter of vaccinating against tuberculosis Dr. 
Gennani reports ten persons who were so vaccinat- 
ed, "unusually exposed to tuberculosis/' were "ap- 
parently saved by vaccination;*' therefore, you can 
complete the syllôgism.
